President C arter brought greetings of 
goodwill and friendship to Poland but 
many Poles were insulted and angry 
Friday because of a mistranslation of 
his airport arrival speech. 
A m ajor diplomatic flap brewed 
over the m istranslation, in which 
many Poles thought the President had 
made vulgar and insulting rem arks to 
them upon 
his arrival, 
in 
what 
otherwise was a cordial greeting 
betw een 
C arter 
and 
Polish 
Communist 
Party leader 
Edward 
Gierek and a warm welcome from 
hundreds of banner-carrying Poles 
In his prepared rem arks in English, 
Carter told the Poles, “ I have come ... 
to learn your opinions and understand 
your desires for the future.” The U.S. 
interpreter translated the rem arks to 
s>ay, “ I desire the Poles carnally.” 
In a reference to his departure from 
Washington, the translation cam e out, 
“ when I left the United States never to 
return...” 
Another mistranslation had Carter 
telling his hosts that the Polish con­ 
stitution was a subject of ridicule In

Carter Interpreter 
Hurls Polish Insults 


Booze, Football, HUD 
Mark Plano in 1977

Beer and wine, football and low-income housing were 
among the local headlines grabbing the attention of 
Planoites and stirring talk on the streets and over the 
dinner table during 1977. 
The listing here of top local news stories is not meant 
to im part significance or rank but to simply provide 
some order to the kaleidoscope of issues and interests 
Planoites voted on, cheered, cursed, laughed at or only 
read about during 1977. 
Plano residents were expected to be able to buy beer 
and wine here in 1977 for the first time since tile turn cf 
the century. In October, voters approved the beer and 
wine sales for off-premise consumption but city officials 
exercised their 60-day moratorium privilege to in­ 
vestigate ways to limit the sales. 
Legal advice to the city was that they had little 
discretion in either broadening or limiting sales because 
the city ordinance must be patterned after state law. 
Applications for beverage sales perm its now are being 
processed and Planoites will now be able to purchase 
their New Y ear’s spirits in Plano. 
“Firsts” were in store for the Plano Wildcat football 
team in 1977. The ’Cats cinched the Texas A A AA football 
championship Dec. 17 with a 13-10 win in the finals 
competition over the Port Neches-Groves Indians from 
near Beaumont. 
This was the first AAAA championship for the Wild­ 
cats and the first time a team had won the top state title 
in AA, AAA and AAAA classes. 
The Wildcats were not the only topic of football con­ 
versation in Collin County, however. The nearby Wylie 
Pirates earned the .AA state championship title in 1977 
with a finals defeat of Bellville. 
When plans for a low-income apartm ent complex were 
announced this fall, most of east Plano quickly 
organized to keep the project off the northwest corner of 
Park Boulevard and Avenue N. Legal restrictions have 
kept elected officials from taking any action against the 
project. 
But attorneys for both Hip city and school district are 
pursuing the m atter and loca! residents have petitioned 
federal officials to intervene with the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development which authorized the 
housing development. 
Other items tagged for their special newsworthiness 
include: 
—Voter approval of the $38.5 million school bond 
election for construction of eight new schools, purchase 
of ll school sites and some renovation and expansion; 
—The start of construction of four-lane FM 544 from 
Westwood Drive to Coit Road. The work has snarled 
traffic but promises future ease of traffic flow. 
—Adoption by the Collin County Commissioners Court 
of the unitary system for building and maintenance of 
roads and bridges. The system requires precinct 
decisions be m ade by the entire court rather than by the 
individual commissioners. 
—Three members each were elected to the Plano City 
Council and School Board in April. Elected to the council 
were Jack Hatchell, Louise Sherrill and Jack Harvard. 
Winners in the School Board races were Mary Beth 
Applewhite, Rutledge Haggard and Tom Hughston. 
—Plano and Collin County officials passed ordinances 
in 1977 to regulate the operation of m assage parlors but 
the masseuses are fighting back at least against the new 
county edict. 
Both ordinances prohibit treatm ent of persons of the 
opposite sex. The Body Shoppe Massage Parlor and 
April’s Massage and two employees have filed suit 
alleging the county ordinance is discriminatory. 
—Cinnamon Tree Apartments at 14th Street and 
Rigsbee was the scene of dram atic police action Dec. 7 
when Ronny T arrant armed and barricaded himself 
inside his wife’s apartm ent and held police at bay for 
five hours. 
Nearby neighbors were evacuated and police used 
tear gas to roust T arrant from the apartm ent after he 
had shot into a patrol car. He was charged with 
aggravated assault and criminal mischief. 
—Gary Gregory Lawley was acquitted Nov. 4 in the 
1976 shooting death of fellow high school student Kym 
Williams. A jury ruled Lawley innocent by reason of 
self-defense.

It looked as if Plano had become the 
brewery of the Southwest yesterday 
as beer and wine distributors poured 
into the city delivering their goods to 
newly-licensed retail outlets. Roger 
Ritchie 
of Plano (above), draught 
district manager for Budweiser, was 
on hand to help stock the shelves of 
several of the almost 30 stores which 
have received or are about to receive 
their beer and wine licenses from the 
state. The beverages were put on sale 
almost three months after the city’s 
local option election on Oct. 8. Voters 
here approved the legal sale of beer 
and wine for off-premise consumption 
by a 5,791 to 4,464 margin. Following a 
60-day moratorium placed on sales by 
the City Council, the retail outlets 
have finally cut through local and 
state red tape to obtain their licenses.

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DEAR DR. GREENSTONE, How do you handle a child 
who says he wants to run away from home? At these times, 
he also accuses me of not loving him. 
DEAR READER, How do you handle such situations? 
Very carefully! They most likely occur during times of 
stress and tension between you and your child, and, as such, 
carry with them some precarious pitfalls. These await your 
one unguarded moment. The child who resorts to such 
manipulation as threats of running away, or as accusations 
about your lack of love is looking for your points of personal 
vulnerability. If he finds them, he can then avoid dealing 
with the real issues at hand, i.e., your reprimand of him, or 
his responsibility for his own behavior. Often such ploys are 
used for this purpose, and if successful, may leave the child 
scared, and the parent guilty. 
The child’s fears result from at least two items: One, he 
has successfully manipulated that person or persons in his 
life who should be guiding him. He has become the “guide” 
in a world in which he knows that he is not yet qualified to 
guide. Two, he may see by the entrapment of his parents, 
that they do not hear nor do they understand what he is 
feeling. We often respond to what is said rather than to what 
is felt. Inadvertently, we may be saying by our actions, that 
we “don’t care.” 
The way we resolve such dilemma depends somewhat on 
the age of the child. Basically, however, your response to 
your child’s feelings rather that to this words or threats will 
achieve more positive results. Do not let the threat of run­ 
ning away detract from that which you are discussing with 
your child. Do not fall for the “con”, but recognize his right 
to discuss the subject at a later time. “I know that you are 
upset with me, but right now we are not talking about you 
leaving home. We are talking about you coming in so late. If 
you want to talk about leaving home, we can do that 
tomorrow at 6:00. Now, help me to understand what you are 
feeling about what we are talking about.” 
To the child who wants to pursue the idea of leaving home, 
again tune-in to what you sense he is feeling. Let him know 
that you are trying to understand his feelings. Let him know 
also how important he is to the family, and how much he will 
be missed if he goes. If he does leave and then returns, 
welcome him, and let him know how good it is to have him 
back home. Continue to deal realistically and openly with 
points of contention, but do not confuse disagreement with 
your feelings about your child. Disagreement and closeness 
are not incompatible, as long as there is also caring and 
understanding. 
Regarding accusations of not loving your child, the same 
basics apply. Confine your disagreements and discussions to 
the matter at hand, and do not let such insertions change the 
subject. “Right now we are not talking about love. We are 
talking about picking up your clothes and putting them 
away. If you want to talk about love, we can set up a time to 
do that. Right now, pick up your socks!”

POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR PO LLY — I got ballpoint ink on my 
expensive plastic shower curtain and tried holding a 
sponge with bleach on it for several minutes and also 
tried hair spray but with no luck.

— I am surprised that the hair 
spray did not work. Did you lay the curtain flat and 
apply the spray, let dry and then wash curtain as 
usual?

DEAR PO LLY — Long ago I cleaned a cotton print dress 
that had spilled ink all the way down the front. I put the 
dress in a large earthenware mixing bowl, covered it with 
buttermilk and let it stand overnight. This removed every 
spot of ink and did not harm the print. — AM Y. 
DEAR PO LLY — Try aluminum foil for removing rust 
spots from your chrom e chairs and car bum pers. Roll foil 
up into a ball, dampen with water and rub the rust off. 
I make a dust pan by cutting an aluminum foil pie plate 
in half. It can be bent to any shape and is great for hard-to- 
get areas.— C.H.D. 
DEAR PO LLY — The little self-stick oblongs made to 
hold pictures to the wall are so efficient used on the 
underside of the end of a lady’s patent or other stiff belt. 
Stick in place each time the belt is worn and after it has 
been buckled. This keeps the end with the holes firmly in 
place at the waist and eliminates having to cut off any 
excess length that might be needed if one’s w aist expands a 
bit. — BARBARA. 
DEAR PO LLY — After cutting up raw chickens on my 
cutting board I clean the board by sprinkling table salt on it 
and then scrubbing with a plastic pot scrubber. I rinse it 
with very hot water and dry well. This elim inates worry 
about germs from raw chickens and also rem oves stains 
from the board that were left from carving cooked roasts, 
etc. on it.

DEAR PO LLY — Those who do not care to eat the skin 
on baked sweet or Irish potatoes might like to know that 
after the potatoes are baked if they are allowed to stay in 
the oven awhile after it has been turned off the skins come 
off with no difficulty. I find the right length of time is just 
about the sam e tim e as it takes me to round up the meat 
and vegetables.
